Mr, Simelair 
tutcd that a committee of the society had visited 
any of the houses in all parts of the city, and had 
uversed with the girls, both in the house and on 
ihestreet, and that in many instances his statement 
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side in the first two classes, are composed, in a small 
part, of those who seek their life from choice, and 
by those whom necessity has driven in this disrepu- 
table career. The remainder are composed, espe- 
cially in the first class, of young girls who are placea 
there by their seducers and have no means of esca- 
ping trom the toils which are spread around them, 
and by young girls who are gathered up in the coun- 
try towns by the proprietors of these places or their 
agents. The statement of Annie S—, of No. — 
Greene street, shows the method of this procedure. 
Mies Annie was a native and resident of the town of 
Saratoga, N. Y., living with her parents happily and 
contented, until she became acquainted with a noto- 
rious scoundrel, formerly the keeper of a noted 
house of assignation in Howard street, who by va- 
rious artifices, induced her and several companions 
to come to New York with him and who took them to 
his bagnio and for one month denied them the privi- 
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Miss Julia D., residing in 25th street, stated that was but a devico to destroy her w 
sir based on the sworn affidavits of the unfortunate lege of the street, but forced them toreceive theem- she was born, educated and resided with her parents, to pander to the lust of man,

note couched in such terms as indicates a desire on 
the part of the New York lady to mako her acyasin- 
tance, and assigning an interview. If she discoveis 
that the girl is of a plastic mind, she suggests a va- 
riety of inducements to decoy her to the city, and, 
in some instances, where the victim is lovely aud ac- 
complished, actually visits the family to prevail upon 
the pareuts to part with their darling, who, being 
poor, listen to the dazzling prospects in store for 
their child in the city. After being taken to the city, 
the broken-hearted child conceals her shame and oc- 
casionally writes to her anxious parents, until time 
and ber continued misfortunes blunt her sensibilities 
and the correspondence is discontinued, and all trace 
of the missing child is lost, who, while her fund pa- 
rents are grieving for her, is, perhaps, lying in the 
charity ward of Bellevue Hospital, the victim of a 
loathsome disease. The towns most affected by these 
creatures, remarks Mr. Sinclair, are the small cianu- 
facturing towns of New England and the Middle 
States, though the large county towns, in rich agri- 
cultural districta, are occasionally visited. The 
manufacturing towns are, however, preferred, as 
many girls living in the jarge factory boarding 
houses, are away from the zestraints of home and 
have no protectors beyond their own judgment, and 
are therefore much more easily secured. 
SINGULAR DEVICES OF THE ASSIGNATORS. 

The devices adopted by the more ingenious of the 
brothel keepers, observes Mr. Sinclair, baffle descrip- 
tion. In Sixth Aveuue there is a millinery establish- 
ment with a side entrance upon a lateral street, the 
upper rooms of which establishment are fitted up in 
gorgeous splendor. To this place, under the pre-

three brown stone establishments, apparently pri- 
vate residences, the proprictresses of which are in 
correspondence with young girls living with their 
parenits—many of whom are in affluent circumetan- 
ces, and whom they procure by note or message 
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John Kelly Batohoriag his Wife at 77 York Street, Broeklyn. 
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whenever their persons are required by their libidin- 
ous patrons. Oneof these procuresses presents an 
income return of $10,000, which but faintly repre- 
sents the profits of her estabhshment. In Watts 
street, in the Eighth: ward, and in St. J¢':n’s lane, in 
the Fifth Ward, are similar establishments where re- 
spectable young girls may be procured for a price. 
In Lexington and Madison Avenues are similar es- 
tablishments which it will be one of the objects of 
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the Society for the suppression of prostitution to 
break up. 
THE. OBJECT OF THE SOCIETY. 

The object of the Society for the suppression of 
prostitution, as stated by Mr. Sinclair, is the estab- 
lishment of an office in the central part of the city, 
where the unfortunates who desire to qnit their dis-

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A Suamervury Denisevenst Graxp Jeury.— 
In our issue of January | 2th, 1867, we published 
the particulars of the brutal murder of two men 
by an infuriated mob at New Ulm, Minn., last 
Christmas day. The unfortunate objeets of that 
murderous violence were named Alexander Camp 
bell and George Campbell. Several of the blood- 
thirsty desperadoes who figured in that most 
unprovoked outrage were arrested, but it) was 
thought that an impartial trial of the accused 
could not be had in that county (Brown), as it 
seemed nearly all the villagers were eng ged in 
the perpetration of the cowardly act ; and accord- 
ingly the trial of the case was transferred to an 
adjoining county. On the 18th alt. the court wa- 
opened by Hon. Judz Austin, and a grand jury 
being sworn in, they were ably charged by the 
Judge, and then retired to deliberate upon the 
matters presented for their action, the New Ulm

was no civil business for trial, the court adjourned

CHOSES DRAMATIQUE. 


There is a slackness in theatrical news and novelty, 
juet at the present time, and it is likely to continue 
until September next, when the managers of our 
amusements will be recuperated, and the means of 
satiety in dramatic and musical affairs once again 
be set before the people. It is a very great mistake, 
made by many, that a large number of New Yorkers 
have left the city. This ig not true. Thousands 
upon thousands who have been accustomed to leave 
home during the summer months are now found 
here, in the heart of the city, under the belief that 
New York is one of the most pleasant summer regi- 
dences on this side of the Atlantic. In this matter 
they are not wrong. There is not a watering place 
within three hundred miles of our goodly city that 
furnishes the same amount of attraction that is 
found here. Amusements of a good class are at 
hand ; one can always find a shady side of the street 
to walk through ; and there is no drive in the coun- 
try like that which is furnished by our Central Park. 
People have learned these facts, and they stay in 
New York in preference to going to Saratoga, Long 
Branch, Newport and the other numerous watering 
places, where they are put in a room of the size of a 
cigar-box, and where they have to ring their bells 
nine times before a reluctant answer to their sum- 
mons is returned. The thoughts to which we have 
reterred have been for some years making a lodg- 
ment in the minds of the people, and those who were 
the sagest in the matter have been the class that 
we call showmen. They have, from season to season, 
Mr-aped a barvest here by occupying the theatres and 
other places of public resort, that have been tempo- 
rarily deserted, and by so doing have made money, 
just as they are now making it. 

Dan. Bryant is coining ‘* stamps” at Wallack’s 
Theatre with a play that has happened to hit the 
taste of the audiences that frequent that house 
during the summer solstice. The drama is very ,ood 
indeed, and has some excellent situations, but a 
dreary prologue is a wet blanket on the tbree acts 
that follow it. The play is called the ‘Bells of 
Shandon,” and has thice fathers and godfuathers, 
and no one knows who is mainly responsible for the 
bantling. Messrs. Brougham, Morford and Taylor 
have severally done all that they could to create the 
deaina, and have not succeeded in seriously muddling 
it. They, however, came very near t» doing it, and 
yet, after their joint efforts, for a wonder, a very 
god play is left. 

Mdlle. Zoe has been trying very hard to create 
a furore at the New York Theatre, but has not suc- 
ceeded, Sbe has evoked admiration for herself and 
for her splendid physique. She is one of the most 
beautiful women on the stage; easy and graceful in 
movements and carriage, and voluptuous in face and 
figure. With all of these advantages, she has not 
mide a success except it be that of being made the 
focal point of a great deal of forcibly expressed ad- 
miration on the part of the sterner sex. She made 
the mistake of appearing in the “ French Spy,” one 
of the monstrosities of the stage that Madame Ce- 
leste, in her best days, had as much as she could do 
to carry through successfully. Attitudinizing, a dis- 
play of legs, a tightly girthed waist and half- bared 
breasts, have lately been so freely given in aggre- 
gated numbers, that individual effort in those direc- 
tions can hardly be expected to succeed. In other 
words, people had much rather see forty half nude 
women at the same time, than to see one at the same 
price, and hence it is that the “ Black Crook ” pos- 
sesses more than forty times the attraction that the 
“French Spy” has; for eighty legs, well and judi- 
ciously selected with an eye to business, are much 
superior to a single pair, no matter how well shaped 
the latter may be. Md’lle Zoe, we are forced to say, 
is a very fine danseuse ; but as an actress not much 
can be said in her favor. She entirely lacks intellec- 
tuality, and without this mere histrionic cffort be- 
comes futile. Miss Julia Dean has returned to the 
New York stage after an absence of over twelve 
years. She opened last week at the Broadway The-

Is Sonrerration To Comer Apcirery Ispict- 
abe ?——At the last term of the Supreme Court 
of Pennsylvania, sitting in banco, the majority of 
the judges uttereé a dictum which we consider 
eminently requiring somewhat of remark at our 
hands at least, as being the conductors of a jour- 
nal published in the interests of general morality. 
The case there adjudicated wa3 that of Smith vs. 
the Commonwealth, and came up on an appeal 
from a judgment below, Lolding the appellant. in- 
dictable for attempting to induce a married 
woman to commit adultery. The majority of the 
Court substantially held such a solicitation of a 
wife to commit adultery, and consequently to at- 
tempt to corrupt morals, contemn religion, wrong 
her husband, and endanger the peace of society, 
not to be an indictable offence. One member of 
the Court—Mr. Justice Agnew—to his honor be 
it said, in a dissenting opinion, eloquently pro- 
tested against the absurdity and vicious tendency 
of the principle laid down by the majority. Judge 
Agnew was unwilling, he said, to endorse such a 
proposition in the light of the present age, and 
among a people possessing Christianity and re- 
cognizing the decalogue as the expressed com- 
mand of the Almighty. He held, and most justly, 
that to solicit a married woman’s chastity is ei 
counsel and endeavor to procure the commission 
of an offence indictable at law, and forbidden by 
Divine command. The adviser of a felony per- 
petrated would be an accessory before the fact 
and in the commission of a misdemeanor, would 
be a principal. To touch another rudely, be- 
cause of its tendency to induce a breach of the 
peace, is a public offence. But how more offen- 
sive is this than the loathseme proposal of lust 
to the mind of a sensitive woman? A libel, in 
its tendency to a breach of the peace, bears no 
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: stumers of this

Tin swords are produced 
before the audience, and their sharpness tested by 
the cutting of fold after fold of tissue paper. The 
swords are then, with their cies uppermost, put 
into a stcp ladder, in grooves, and thus made to take 
the place of rungs. A “Jap” bares his feet and 
steps on one after another of the sword bladcs until 
he reaches the top one, and when the feat has been 
done, there is no mark pere»ptible on either foot. 
The slack and tight rope dancer of this troupe is a 
very wonderful creature, posse sing a balance that 
is truly marvellous. Acord is stretched from the 
third proscenium box to the opposite side of the 
stage, thus cutting an angle of about forty degrees. 
Up this the performer mounts without a slip or mis- 
step, and on arriving at the edge of the box, slides 
on his feet down the whole lenzih of the cord about 
fifty feet. He again mounts and ona seeond ocea- 
sion descends the whole distance on one foot, while 
the other is extended far trom the cord. We cite 
these things as noteworthy, the rearon that in the 
sword feat we cannot detect .any fraud, and on the 
slack rope we are sure that none can be practiced. 
If this company had preceded, iustead of naving fol- 
lowed the other, they would have created a very 
great sensation and, as it is, they can, if judiciously 
managed, make a fortune tor those who have them 
in charge. It gives us great pleasure to again call 
attention to the fact that the Terrace Garden Con- 
certs of Mr. Theodore Thomas, are still continued, 
and are decided successes.

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The Child Murder Case at Warsaw, 
Indiana. 

TRIAL OF LAWRENCE HART, 
ANOTHER ABSURD AND Most INADEQUATE VERDICT. 
Some time last winter (February) a terrible tragedy 
occurred at Warsaw, Ind., which was quite on a par 
with that committed by Rev. Lindsey, and which 
shocked the moral sense of the entire country, but, 
by some strange freak of juries, is to be only punish- 
ed with a few years’ imprisonment, instead of a 
prompt and righteous execution. 

A man named Lawrence Hart, a citizen of War- 
saw, murdered a young lad named Winfield Hines, 
Whom he had taken from the County Infirmatory, 
the authorities presuming that he would furnish the 
boy with a comfortable home. ‘Three weeks after- 
ward the child was missing. Its mother made in- 
quiry as to what had become of it, and was told that 
it had been given away to a man living in Ohio. Not 
satistied with this, she succeeded in interesting some 
prominent citizens in the matter, who began to make 
an investigation, whereupon, Hart having fied, after 


found in an old well. 

At the corover’s inquest, Hart’s wife testified, and 

others testified, that trom the very first, Hart’s treat. 

ment of tae child was brutal and cruel in the ex- 
beat it without mercy 
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passed around the body, 
shovel uifder its feet. After torturing it in this man- 
ner for a while, he took it down and made it walk 
the floor backward and forward, oceasionally strik- 
ing it with a leather whip, until it fell at last ex- 
hausted and senseless on the floor. 

It further appeared that the day the child died, 
Hart pane ed it first out of doors with a stick of some 
kind, until it was f° exhausted that it fell asleep at 
the table while they were eating breakfast. Upon 
this Hart flew into a rage and ssid, “I will see if I 
can’t keep you awake,” and thereupon seized a horse- 
—_ an hipped the child for some time, and 
fi Bagg it a severe blow on the temple, either 
with his fist or the butt of the whip, and knocked ita 
head against a stairway. ca two more severe 
bruises on the back part of its head. He then al- 
lowed his wife to put the child to bed, and she states 
that she tried to restore it, but it died that night, 
when Hart took the body away. A 

__ The discovery of this crime aroused the intensest 
indignation and excitement. About the last of 
March, officer Jackson Courtney, of this place, ar- 
rested the murderer near Mount Vernon, in Ohio 
and he was brought here in irons, and laid in jai 
until the commencement of his trial, which has just 
concluded. The proceedings were heard before 
Judge Townsley, aud the greatest interest was man- 
ifested until the close of the trial at midnight last 
night, when the jury returned a verdict of man- 
elaughter, with a sentence of twenty-one years in 
the penitentiary. After the sentence was communi- 
cated to the prisoner he acknowledged his guilt, say- 
ing that he killed the child purposely; that he 
knocked the cbild down a with broom handle and 
kicked him in the side after he was down until he 
died. There ia a great dissatisfaction among our 
people at the verdict, in view bf the circumstances 
of tae murder, and the question of visiting summary 
punishment upon the wretch has been meeted, but 
up to the present time no disturbance has taken 
place,

WHAT HAVE BECOME OF THE THIEVES ? 
There have been so few depredations of late in 
Philadelphia, that the question is asked what has 
become of the thieves ? No doubt some of them have 
gone off to the watering places, and others are tak- 
ing their usual summer tour, when crowded depots 
and thropged steamboat landings offered many ex- 
cellent opportunities to pursue their villainous trade. 
Tt is not to be assumed that any number of them 
have reformed. Such a thing as reforming a profes- 
sional thief is possible, but the instances of such 
wonderful changes are very rare indeed. All who 
make professions of such a change should be watched 
all the more closely, because it may be but a cloak 
put on to aid them in pursuing their operations more 
successfully. In considering the question what has 
become of the thieves, it is proper that I should give 
credit to the District Attorney for putting many of 
them away, and the judgcs also for the part they 
had in the matter. Since the incoming of the pres- 
ent year, quite a number of rogues have been sent to’ 
the County Prison or to the Eastern Penitentiary for 
felonies. One of the most dangerous of our cracks- 
men, George Mason was caged through the efticiency 
of oflicer Warnock of Brother Bowers’ district, who 
is now on the road to promotion in the detective 
department and should be there, as that kind of ma- 
terial is much needed in it, and less of a very differ- 
cut kind which seems to have the ear and contidence 
of the head of the department. Can’t the Mayor find 
room for a few workers by kicking out the brandy 
drinking drones of the force. But to the thieves, 
where are they? Occasionally ene of the old pick- 
pocket crowd may be seen riding on acity car, or 
sneaking about the Continental Hotel, or hobnobbing 
with some detective, but it is clear that quite a num- 
ber have gone off. The old ‘Carpenter House” is 
comparatively deserted, the ‘‘ Corner” bas but few of 
the boys about it. Thieves are however birds of pas- 
sage. They travel from place to place speedily, and 
the city may be full of them ina few days. So, gents 
who carry pocketbooks and gold watches, keep a 
sharp lookuut. 
THE CRIME OF ARSON. 

Scarcely a week passes that arrests do not take 
place in this city on the charge of arson, growing 
out of a design to defraud insurance companies. 
The temptation to men who have a small stock of 
goods, to insure largely, and seek to get the amount 
of the insurance by means of fire, is too great to be 
resisted by all, and quite a number fall into the 
snare, and find in the end tbat this is a losing game. 
It may be taken as a pretty sure criterion of a man’s 
design when he insures a small stock heavily. The 
insurance companies are in a measure responsible 
for these things, because if a careful examination 
was always made of the stock, and no insurance put 
upon it above its value, there would be no induce- 
ment to seek to destroy it. We had acase the other 
day of alleged arson, in which a green grocer, one 
Michael Haughbey, who resided at 1254 Richmond 
sluvet, aud his wife, were the dufeudants. “They had 
effected an insurance of $3,000 upon the furniture, 
stock and fixtures, yet the whole was not considered 
worth more than $600. Allof the insurances had 
been effected a short time before the burning, some 
by the husband, some by the wife. The fire broke 
out about three o’clock in the morning iu the grocery 
store, and there was an oil can and matches in close 
proximity to it. Its origin could not be explained 
except upon the hypothesis of its being the work of 
design, and if 89 who had so strong a motive to ap- 
ply the match as the man who owned the stock, and 
expected to derive the most benetit from it? Unfor- 
tunately for him, the tire was discovered quite early, 
and was speedily extinguished. He has been bound 
over to answer, yet ten to one may be safely bet that 
he will not be convicted. Unless in the case of con- 
fessions of guilt, convictions for this offence are very 
rare. Asa general thing they are based upon mere 
suspicion, and the circumstances are not sufficiently 
strong to warrant a verdict of guilty. 

A case very similar to that just noted was tried a 
few months ago in the quarter sessions. The de- 
fendant was a green-grocer, with 4 small stock and 
heavy insurance. He had been doing very little 
business, and was evidently anxious to get rid of 
the stock and fixtures. At the time of the tlre, mid- 
night, he was away from his heme, and did not re- 
turn until after it had been extinguished. There 
had been a made for the burning, yet 
very little damage was done. In that case the jury 
acquitted. A much stronger case came_ before 
the court a few months previously, the defendant 
being a tobacconist, with a very small stock and a 
big insurance. In that case the defendant had in- 
duced a wholesale dealer to make false entries in 
his books, the object being to induce a bellef that 
purchases of stock had been made a short time be- 
fore the fire. He was acquitted, and the insurance 
company paid him at the rate of appraisemen'. 

OUR GERMAN VISITORS, 

We are having a glorious time this week with our 
German friends, the singers from various cities, 
towns and Villages in the United States, who came 
to hold their annual feast among us. The celebra- 
tion commenced on Saturday night when in Inde- 
pendence Square, amid the blaze of torches, the 
light of many-colored lanterns, the strangers were 
welcomed by Mayor McMichael in one of his cbar- 
acteristically neat speeches, a little laraatory, per- 
haps, but nevertheless quite pretty. de welcomed 
them as Germans, as Americans, as compatriots, as 
friends, as brothers, 

Dr. Kellner, of this city, delivered an address of 
welcome in the German language. 

OUR CRIMINAL COURT. 

The July term of our Criminal Court has resulted 
in the conviction of several noted offenders. I have 
referred to the conviction of Charles 8. Johnson for 
the forgery ofa deed clse where. Among the verdicts 
of guilty was one that requires more than a mere 
passing notice for two reasons—to chronicle the 
putting away of a rogue, and to show storekeepers 
the folly of trusting to the representations of every 
fellow who comes alung and tclls a plausible story. 
A Frenchman who went by the name of Henry Kauff- 
map, made his appearance in this city some months 
ago, and took boarding at a French hotel on South 
Fourth street. He rented a shop for the sale of ci- 
gars and tobacco, and then started out to secure a 
stock. Going the rounds of the wholesale dealers he, 
by representing that he had money in the Third Na- 
tional Bank—$13,000—secured about $14,000 worth 
of cigars. His plan of operating was to give a check 
after bank hours, so that he secured the cigars be- 
fore the fraudulent character of the transaction could 
be known. He had arranged t» collect a large stock 
and then to travel to parts remote frem the scene of 
his operations, but the police spoiled that nice lit- 
tle arrangement. There was no trouble in convict- 
ing him, and Judge Pierce sent him to the County 
Prison for eighteen months. 

Judge Pierce sent John Green to prison for one 
year for assaulting polvemsn Ridgway. Green, who 
does not seem to een in any Manner, was oneof 
& crowd of roughs who assaulted a company of Ger- 
mans as they were returning from a pic-nic at Engle 
and Wolf's farm. The aseault was wholly unpro- 
voked, and when officer Ridgway interfered Green 
turned upon him. So savage @ customer the Judge 
thought should be put out of the way, and he sent 
him to jail for one year. This, it is to be hoped, 
will cure him of fighting propensity.

A LITTLE BIT OF ROMANCE. 
Again the public has been treated to the report of 
the Clerk of the Detective department, of the six 
months operations in the present year. The number 
of arrests we are told, was 211, the amount of stolen 
goods recovered $200,640 6z. Theitems are not fur- 
nished but that is of no consequence of course. 
Nevertheless it would be interesting to some persous 
to see them, and to run over the figures. It will be 
seen that the venerable clerk is so nice in his caleu- 
lation as to give sixty-two cts. as a tail piece to the re- 
spectable sized $200,610 Kite. It would be curious to 
know how he got at the precise value of the old 
clothes recovered by Levy and his partner, in the last 
six months. There must have been consierable 
thought expended, to get at so close s calculation— 
even to the cents! I would ask if the value of the 
furs recovered in New York, of the Wormrath rob- 
bery, was added to items of “goods recovered!” 
and if so, whether it will not be added aleo to tho 
value of the goods recovered by the New York de- 
tectives! But who lost and who recovered the sto- 
len goods of the amount stated? Will Parson Bulk- 
ley give us more particulars; and how about the 
stocks? Were those put down at their par value? 
Did he include the notes of a certain broken Bank in 
Virginia, which were sold by Shay Nolen to a Third 
street broker. Seriously, there are more things in 
Heaven and in earth, than are dreampt of in the philo- 
sophy of the dear public. But leaving the matter of 
the amount in dollars and cents recovered, for the 
present, let us glance at the list of arrests made. 
We find that in the six months there were thirty-two 
arrests for pocket-picking. Assuming that there 
were 80 many, whowere they? That is the question. 
The small fry of the profession ; not a single promi- 
nent, professional thief, amocg them! Thirty-two 
arrests in six months by twelve officers, make not 
quite three to each man! Three arrests for pocket- 
picking by a smart, vigilant detective officer, in six 
months, in a city whére pocket-picking is the chief 
mode of operating, and in a city flooded with pock- 
et-pickers, is not, I take it, any thing to brag about. 
What says Morton McMichael to it? Does he think 
it quite up to tbe mark? If so, what do the public 
think? They may imagine when they see some of 
the very detective officers hand and glove with pro- 
fessional thieves, that there is a good reason for the 
arrest of so few pick-pockets. They may attribute it, 
to the hours wasted in talking politics on Chesnut 
street, and in fixing up matters in the Wards, which 
some of the detectives are expected to do. When it 
is known, too, that the arreste were made by a very 
few officers, and that some of the detectives have 
not arrested a single pick-pocket in the lu:t siz months, 
they may have some curious notions on the subject. 
Now how stands the record i» regard to gambling 
houses? We are told that thi: « keepers of gambling 
houses were arrested in six months. Indeed! 
What a record is that to be sure. It can be asserted 
with truth that these arrests were made upon war- 
rants and not upon the motion of any of the de- 
tective officers. Though the location of the hells 
are known to some of the detectives, and though 
some of them are visited by detectives, it is not for 
the purpose of arresting the keepers. The same fa- 
miliarity that it sees between detective officers, aud 
professional thieves, is witnessed between detectives 
and agp me gamblers. Those most familiar 
= ells do say that detectives fight the tiger, and 
help to make way with the good supper and the wine 
furnished. It would be too much to expect them to 
arrest gambiers. Oh no. They are expected to 
shield and protect them. Altogether, the semi-an- 
nual report is not calculated io do the force credit ; 
but the Mayor, I doubt not, will notice it favorably, 
in the next annual message to Councils. We shall 
see, 

INFORMATION WANTED. 

Can any one inform Vipocg how many revenue 
officers under indictment for bribery and conspiracy 
are holding their positions and receiving the pay of 
the Government? I have reference, of course, to 
the first five districts of Pennsylvania. I bave 
knowledge of half a dozen or so, and I think the 
number may be swelled to a round baker's dozen. 
The stravgest part of the business is, that some of 
them have been under indictment for many months, 
and are yet untried. If guilty of the offence charged, 
the sooner they are convicted the sooner the Gov- 
ernment will get rid of them. Yet it would seem as 
if they were not tried that they might retain their 
places. Is it not marvellous that men holding re- 
sponsible Government positions can be indicted for 
fraud upon the United States, and yet continue in 
office, and wanage to stave off the trials term after 
term until the prosecutions are forgotten. I know 
that old-fashioned honesty is very unpopular now 
and that knavery and smartness are considere 
synonymous, but I hope that every department of the 
Government is not alike tainted with corruption and 
covered all over with infamy. The conclusion will 
be inevitable, if at the August term of the U. 5. 
District Court something is not done to retrieve lost 
ground, that rogues in high and low places bold all

CONVICTION OF A FORGER. 

Charles 8. Johnson, whose trial was noticed in the 
GAZETTE last week, was convicted on Wednesday, as 
he richly deserved to be. He had really no defence 
at all, but he was not without hope that his counsel 
would, by a mede conducting the case rather pecu- 
liar to him, effect his acquittal. There was enough 
developed in tae examination of the witnesses to sat- 
isfy ms that my view was the correct one, that the 
forgery was the juint work of Johnson and the noto- 
rious Bob. Alsop, the fugitive. The counsel for the 
defence attempted to impress upon the jury the be- 
lief that Alsop was the real offender, and that John- 
gon waa merely used by him, and was the innocent 
instrument of the fraud, but the effort was not suc- 
cessful. A motion has been made for a new trial, 
and the argument has been fixed for next Saturday. 
Johnson, meanwhile, is in © quéd,” and he will re- 
main there, as the Jud;e will not admit bim to bail. 
There were some facts developed on the trial which 
showed the boldncss of Jonson. With the five 
thousand dollars he obtained on mortgage, he went 
on to make improvemen's to the place, and when the 
fraud was discovered, he begged to be allowed to 
furnish the gold, sayinz that he would convey the 
property back to Mr. Harpér as soon as it was fiu- 
ished. 

NORTH CAROLINA GOLD MINES. 

An attempt is being made in this city to write up 
some of the North Carolina Gold Mines, and the 
whole thing is preparatory to an effort to gull the 
people into subverting to the stuek of worthless com- 
panies about to be formed. Weare told gold is quite 
abundant, astonishingly so; children, it is said, 
gather it in basins, and that nuthing but a little in- 
dustry is necessary to make the ching pay. Don't 
he humbugged by any such stuff. Believe no such 
stories. Put not your trust in the getters up of gold 
mining companies; do not forget the coal oil excite- 
mevt ; remember the multitude of swindles in the 
last few months and put your hand upon your money 
with a tighter grasp. If the go!d mines of N. Caro- 
ina had been worth a baubee, they would have been 
exhausted long ago. What the South lacks in enter- 
prise she makes up in a degire to get money and she 
is always eager for that. Any man who allows bim- 
self to be bumbugged by stories about an abundance 
of gold in North Carolina, is not deserving of sym- 
pathy from any one. 

A COURT FOR THE TBIAL OF REVENUE CASES. 
Our United States District Court is just now the 
subject of a good deal of merriment. It 13 known 
that a large number of important revenue cases, in- 
volving large sums, were left untried at the close of 
the May sessions, and a special term of the court 
was called for July to dispose of the revenue cases.

Wood 
says Jim wouldn’t i“ squeal ;’ but 1 happen to know 
that Colbert told him just what questions tu ask 
Chatley Ulrich, when that unfortunate Dutchmen 
was brought to Wood's inquisition, and put on the 
rack for a “squeal.” Ouly for the posting trom Col- 
bert, Wood could not have made a point on Charley ; 
but of ibis more in the future. Jim eays he is not 
satisfied with the way matters were managed in New 
York. He says the “fly cops” at the White House 
in Mulberry street told him they would stick to him 
if he didn't “squeal,” and he thinks they have kept 
bad faith with him ; for he was compelled to leave 
atter all, and take up his abode at the Hiron House 
again. He routs a good deal about Harry Hull, and 
thinks he has been the cause of trouble for bim ; but 
this is not 80, as Hill invariably tells the U. 8. cops 
who come to him inquiring about Colbert, that he 
knows notbing of him or his doings. There is a big 
nigger in this fence, and if Jim don’t “tumble” to 
the “rocket,” and see what Wood is trying to play 
him for, it will be his own fault.

BRUTAL ASSAULT BY A YOUNG MAN UPON HIS FATHER, 

MOTHER, AND SISTER. 

On Sabbath morning last, 7th ult., the peace of 
our city was disturbed by one George Johns, a stout, 
athletic young man of nineteen summers, who fie- 
quently abuses bis sister and mother. On this occa- 
sion he became vexed at his sister because she had 
not fixed bis clothing to suit him; cursed ber ;

her a severe blow with it, which brought her to the 
floor. The mother came to the assistence of the 
daughter; whereupon he gave her a shove, ber head 
striking the wall, and brought her also to the floor. 
At this time the father, an old feeble man, spoke to 
George, and asked him if he was not ashamed of 
himself to treat a gray-haired mother in that way? 
He said, ‘‘No, not by a d—d sight,” and that he 
would give it to him also. He then went to the 
father, threw him down on the floor, and was beat- 
ing him severely, when the cry of the sister and the 
pleadings of the old man brought in the neighbors, 
and the folks passing the street going to church in 
time to rescue the father from the violent hands of 
his undutiful son.

A Disgraceful Bastardy Case. 
AN OLD MAN AND te PARTNERS IN 


Tue AGED SInNER HAvLED OVER THE CoALs. 

A correspondent, writing from Berea, Cusahoga 
county, Ohio, under date of July 9th inst., has for- 
warded to us the subjoined extract from a recent 
paper published in that vicinity. Itis but mect th#? 
such astounding villainy as the local paper discloses, 
should experience such @ thorough exposure as its 
ventilation in the NATIONAL VuiLIce GAZETTE is most 
certain to insure. The paper referred to says: 
‘Some of the particulars of a case of bastardy, 
which teenepieed in the town of Berea about twu 
years ago, having come to the surface during a re- 
cent bearing ef the case before a city justice, we 
xive them publicity. 

In the spring of 1865, an old wretch by the name 
of Jailor, a married man of about fifty years of age, 
living in the town of Berea, accomplished the ruin 
of his sister’s child, a girl of about seventeen years 
of age. She is of rather prepossessing appearance 
and possessed of ordinary intelhgence, and by what 
means this villain in human shape succeeded in his 
vile purpose is a secret in his own bosum suflice it 
to say he did succeed, and she became a mother on 
the 29th day of November, 1867. His wife at once, 
upon learning the fact, applied for a divorce, which 
was granted to her some time last fall. 

Jailor married again this spring, and his nicce 
then brought anit. ayainat him, «4 the matter had a 
nearing a few days ago, the result of which was a 
settlement of the case, or, to use & more * modern” 
term, “hushed up” by Jailor giving the%girl $250, 
paying all costs, and binding himeelf to support little 
Archibald during his minority. And thus the legal 
fraternity are cheated out of an interesting case and 
its attending fees. Bullion has shielded this lecher- 
ous old wretch, whose bestiality shocks the sensi- 
bilities of every honest man, and this destroyer of 
virtue and honor can again mingle in social circles. 
Money has freed him—saved him from his just fate 
—the dungeon for life. It has given him and others 
license to react these crimes—a liccnse to trample 
under foot and destroy with impunity purity, honor, 
and every thing, destroy its highest hopes, blight 
all its prospects, and, when the lustful soul ig satiat- 
ed, throw the object aside—a thing of shame, for 
gold will be » palladium.”

Before 
dying, he sent her mother a blasphemous dispatch, 
informing her of the tome dissolutien of her 
daughter, his wife. . Brown hastened to Phila- 
delphia, where she was subjected to the most cruel 
indignities, such as humbling herself on her knees, 
before he would permit her to see her dying daugh- 
ter, When she reached her room her daughter was 
insensible. This was the close of this ill-fated 
woman’s career. We knew her as a lovely young 
school-girl, the favorite of all who visited her family 
circle, and afterward as she blossomed into lovely 
womanhood, and can sympathize with her relatives 
in the deep misery which her marriage entailed.

Another Shocking Murder in Pennsyl- 
Vapia. 
An Otp CiT1zEN SHoots nis Son-rn-LAW Deap. 


An Indiana county, Pa., paper says that on the Ist 
instant the peaceful community of the village of 
Washington, Canoe township, was startled by the 
commission of a cool and deliberate murder, perpe- 
trated by an old and respectable citizen, upon the 
— of his own son-in-law. The murderer is 

icholas Vandevinder, and his victim John B. Bow- 
ers. It appears that some time ago Vandevinder 
divided his property betweon his two sons-in-law, 
the deceased, John B. Bowers, and Eli Miller, with 
the understanding that Bowers, who had got the 
home farm, was to keep him during life. Lately 
Vandevinder became dissatisfied with his treatment, 
alleging that he was persecuted and treated harshly 
by his family. This at length so preyed upon bis 
mind ,that he formed a deliberate par to kill 
Bowers. On Monday morning last, after Bowers had 
left the house and gone to a field a short distance 
off, accompanied by his two little sons, for the pur- 
— of plowing corn, Vandevinder coolly and de- 
iberately load his rifle—a most formidable-looking 
instrument of death—and followed him. Concealing 
himself in a fence corner, Vandevinder waited until 
Bowers passed him, when, taking deliberate aim, he 
shot him down, the ball entering hie left side, and

a terrible gash. As she rose from the table he made 
a second lunge at her, which she warded off with 
her hand, receiving another wound thereby. Her 
screams of murder attracted the attention of the ne- 
gro barber, Richardaon, and others to the scene of 
the outrage, and on their appearance, the miscreant 
made a hasty exit through a back window. On 
entering the room, the neighbors and the police 
found the unfortunate woman lying on the floor 
blveding profusely, having a large obliqne cut from 
the chin across the n and directly over the 
jugular vein, which latter, e to say, was not 
injured in, the least, A stab was found in her back, 
such as might be cut with a two-edged dirk. The 
knife entered between the shoulder blades, and 
passed throwh the left lung. Dr, Jennings was im- 
mediately called in, and the usual remedies were ap- 
plied to alleviate the sufferiugs of the unhappy crea- 
ture, She was still alive at the time our correapon- 
dent wrote, but no hopes of her recovery were enter- 
tained. ‘The scoundrel, Wells, was arrested the 
same night in a beer saloon. 1t is supposed it was 
jealousy that prompted him to commit this act of 
fiendish cruelty, elis is condned in -the count 
jail awaiting trial on a charge of an attempt to kill, 
raving, through his counsel, Mr. Howard, waived an 
examination. 


‘ Matrimony and Murder. 
A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY IN GEORGIA. 


A Bripe@room SHor Down oN nis Weppina Day— 
COWARDLY ASSASSINATION OF AN AcTING ENGLISH 
ConsuL. 

Oue of the Inost lamentable tragedies that it has 
ever been our sad duty to record, saya a late Savan- 
nah, Georgia, paper, occurred in Brunswick on Fri- 
day, the 8th mst, about five o’clock, in which a 
young man was shot while sitting in his door, on the 
very day on which he was married. It was lamenta- 
ble in not only the death of the victim, but from the 
respectubility of all parties concerned, and the sad 
end of a short but happy marriage. The circum- 
stances attending the unfortunate affair, apart from 
its orizin, are as follows, although reports are cur- 
rent imputing the occasion of the affair to different 
motives : 

About 1865 a young and wealthy Englishman, 
named Kk. G. Westmoreland, who was engaged dur- 
ing ‘he war in blockade running, in which he gained 
cousiderable reputation and wealth, came to Bruns- 
wick, Georgia, with the intention of investing his 
capital, and making the place bis home. Possessed 
of fine busiuess qualifications, he formed a partner- 
ship with General Gordon, and together they car- 
ried on a large business in rnuning several saw 
wills. ‘Through some mismanagement or misunder- 
standing Westmoreland retired from the firm, and 
afterward was residing in the city, acting as Euglish 
consul there. Here he contracted the acquaintance 
of a young and beautiful lady, the daughter of a 
prominent and respectabl~ citizen, whom he after- 
wards addressed. At the time of the Englishman’s 
Visits she was visited by a young man named Cap- 
tain KE. J. Martin. Westmoreland continued his at- 
tentions, which were encouraged by the young lady, 
and in due time he proposed and was accepted, 
much against the parents’ wishes, it is said. 

During the atteations of these young men to the 
lady, which were most assiduous on both sides, a 
coolness and reserve sprung up between them, but 
trom what causes it was not known. Previous to 
this circumstance they were apparently friends, and 
were considered as such by those who knew them. 
Thus matters stood, until one day Westmoreland 
saw Martin descending the steps of a neighbor's 
house, where he had been visiting. Not noticing 
Westmoreland, the latter called ont to bim, “ Hold 
up, Martin, Pll walk down with you.” Not answer- 
ing the request, Westmoreland repeated it, when 
Martin turned towards him and said, ‘‘I do not wish 
your company, sir,” or words of similar import, and 
quietly walked on, as if feeling insulted by this re- 
ply. Westmoreland challenged Martin, who imme- 
diately accepted. Seconds were chosen, and evcry 
thing for the combat had been prepared, the party 
intending to proceed te the gruund on the Sylvan 
Syore whea she arrived at that poiut. Being do- 
tained some hours beyond her time, she did not ar- 
rive till late, during which delay the seconds and 
friends of both parties adjusted the difficulty, by in- 
ducing Westmoreland to withdraw the challenge, 
and Martin his remarks. The friends of both par- 
ties considered the difticulty finally settled, and 
thought nothing more of it. 

The rivals, however, maintained their coolness, 
and were not on speaking terms. Westmoreland 
continued his attentions to the young lady, and Mar- 
tin his visits to the house. On Friday last, about 
eleven o’clock, a.M., Westmoreland and the young 
lady was married. After a short time spent in the 
usual congratulations on such occasions, the young 
bride and husband proceeded te the office of the lat- 
ter, and began making preparations for the bridal 
tour. While awaiting the arrival of the Sylvan Shore, 
Westmoreland, in bis shirt-sleeves and stocking -feet, 
was sitting on the oflice steps conversing with Judge 
Marlin. While thus engaged Martin came up the 
street, and, walking directly in front of Westmore- 
land, drew a small pistol, and, without a word of ex- 
planation, fired at him, the ball strking him in the 
groin. Westmoreland immediately morane to his 
feet, when Martin tired again, the ball taking effect 
in the centre of the breast. Westmoreland advanced 
toward Martin, and, seizing him by the arm, said, 
“Martin, what have [ done to you that you shot 
me?” and begau sinking to the ground. A soldier 
passing at the time wrung the pistol from Martin’s 
hand, and with his other arm supported the dying 
man, Westmoreland did not utter a word after he 
fell, and died in about tifteen minutes, Martin made 
no attempt to escape, and surrendering tu a squad 
of roldiers, he was warched to his room in the botel 
until Ins arrest by sheriff Depree, under a warrant 
issued by Judye Houston, 

An inquest was held 01 the body by Judge Hous- 
ton, anu a verdict rendered iu accordance with the 
facts. 


While this was going on, a large crowd assembled 
fu srout Of the hovel, highly tavensed, and threats 


of vivlence were uttered, so exasperated had they be- 
come. Their indignatioa was heightened in a great 
measure by the tact of the duel and the knowledge 
of the rivalship for the youay lady. Upon consul- 
tatiou the authorities decided that, in view of the 
great excitement whieh prevailed, and the probable 
attempt being made to lynch Martin, it would be 
better to send him tv Savannah for safe keeping 
until the excitement subsided. He was accordingly 
placed on board the Sylvan Shore, and arrived in this 
city on Saturday evening in charge of Sheritf De- 
pree, Marshal Burns, Chief of Police, and a posse of 
two citizens, 

Captain Martin is a young man of fine personal 
appearance, good education, and of great determi- 
nation and bravery. He served on the staff of Gen. 
Johnston in Virginia, and under General Longstreet. 
He is the owner of a large rice plantation on the Al- 
tamaha river, which he was cultivating at the time 
the murder was committed. His friends contend 
that other motives, more aggravated than jealousy, 
prompted the commission of the deed, and that 
transactions of a personal nature, committed after 
the settlement of the ducl, were in themselves sufti- 
cient to justify the act. Be that as it may, we have 
no desire to comment upon tee facts as we have 
gathered them, bnt leave the matter to be investi- 
gated by the courts. The affair is a sad one, and is 
deeply regretted by all, from the social standing of 
the parties. 

Mr. E, G. Westmoreland was born in England, 
and descended, it is said, of a noble and ancient 
family. He was a man of tine intellectual abilities, 
and of considerable wealth. At the time of his 
death, he had been married but about five hours. 


Melancholy Suicide in New Jersey. 


A MILITIA COLONEL HANGS HIMSELF IN HIS 
GRANARY. 
PARTICULARS OF THE SAD AFFAIR. 

The member of Assembly from the upper district 
of Bergen county, New Jersey, Colonel Van Em- 
burgh, who committed suicide whilst under tempo- 
rary derangement, has sent gricf and disaster into 
many hearts. Abram Van Emburgh was only about 
thirty-six yearg of age, and leaves a wife and five 
children in mourning for a dead husband and father. 

He was ore of the best educated military men in 
the militia of the State before the war, and had per- 
fected an organization known asthe National Guard, 
During the call for troops, he went at the head of 
his company and offered his services, was accepted 
and with his men duly enrolled ag Co. B, of the 22d 
New Jersey regiment. His neighbors, on his return, 
elected him to the New Jersey House of Assembly, 
and last winter he faithfully represented their inter- 
ests, and at the time of his death wag a member of 
the Legislature, and a member of the most import- 
ant State commission. He was also an influential 
member of the County Board of Freeholders in 
Bergen county. 

This season he has worked very hard on his farm, 
and about three weeks ago was overworked and 
overheated, and it was said by himself, “ slightly 
affected by the sun.” When in Paterson only a few 
days since, he seemed doubtful whether he had been 
sun-struck in the field or when going home from the 
city, as he was sensibly affected both times, as he 
— it, “‘ slightly.” 

On Monday morning, after 9 o’clock, Mr. Van Em- 
burgh had been directing some Hollanders in their 
work, and working with them, and at half-past nine 
left them and went to raking some Lay, and whilst at 
this work appears to have broken the rake. His 
wife supposed he had gone to a neighbor's to borrow 
another rake, and it was not until dinner time, when 
he did not appear at his usual time, that she began 
to feel uneasy, and sent the farm hand to see if he 
was at the neighbor’s, while she, apprehensive that 
there might be something wrovg with him, ran out 
to the barn, and looked through it witiout finding 
him. She then went to the granary, the door of 
which was shut. In opening the door the stairs are 
immediately in front, and as she threw back the 
door and “ore upon the platform inside and 
glanced up-stairs, she saw her husband hanging, 
with his face towards her, in fall view from a beam 
just at tne head of the stairs. With a scream of 
horror she rushed up stairs and caught his body in 
her arms, and held him up 80 as to prevent the 
weight of his body from being suepended from the 
rope about his neck until somebody could come ; but 
nobody at once came, and ree greatly excited, she 
was forced to let go, and went down stairs and again 
screamed, and saw Mrs. Baldwi and the old mother 
coming. 

Just then the man returned from the neighbor's, 
and he cut the rope, and together they carried the 





killing him instantly. The murderer ran away, but 
was soon alter captured and brought to Ind . 
where he was committed to jail. 


The Bloody Work of the Knife. 
UNPROVOKED ATTACK UPON A COURTESAN. 
SHE I8 STABBED, IT 18 SUPPOSED FAaTALty. 

A correspondent writing to us from Little Rock, 
Ark., informs ussthat a brutal attempt at murder 
was made in that city on the evening of Saturday, 
June 29th. The perpetator of this shocking outrage 
was a dissolute, troublesome character—quite well 
known to the poiice—named Ben. Wells, and his un- 
fortunate victim was a noted courtesan, one Vina 
Prewitt, who for some years past has kept a maison 
de joie in Ashley Row, Markham street. the even- 
ing named, between 7 and 8 o’elock, Wells repai 
to Miss Prewitt's domicile, and found her at supper 
in her room. which is situated in the rear of a bar- 
ber-sho t by a negro, Miles Richardson. It 
seems that Wells, on entering her room, came be- 
hind the woman and plunge@ a kaife into her neck, 
upon the right side. The knife was dull, and tore

But Randall 
shot Phelps in the right temple, killing him instant- 
ly. Phelps was on horseback and Randall on foot. 

The homicide went to his own house and put his 
= up in the rack, and told his father-in-law he had 

illed Phelps. Au inquest was held and a trial had, 
resulting in the commitment of Randall to jail to 
await a trial by the circuit court.

Taylor 
appeared, but was unarmed, and as he advanced to- 
ward Everman, the latter fired both barrels, killing 
him instantly. :

ELoveiqn Criminal News, 
The Yelverton Case in a New Phase, 


Mrs. LonawortH-YELVERTON BeForE THE House oF

ton marriage case, which has attracted so much 
public attention, came up before the House of Lords, 
sitting as a Court of Appeal, and it was presented on 
a very curious point. @he question whether a mar- 
riage had taken place between the parties having 
been determined by their lordships in the previous 
appeal adversely to Miss Longworth, or, as she still 
claims, Mrs. Yelverton, she applied to the Court of 
Seesion in Scotland to refer the matter to the oath 
of the respondent, the Hon. Major Yelverton, eldest 
son of Viscount Avonmore, whom she elaims as her 
application, the lady lodged the present appeal ise 
application, the resentappeal. The 
appellant, who was dressed in alight grey silk, with 
a light black lace shawl, and bonnet of a similar ma- 
terial, took her place at the bar.

The Lord Chan- 
cellor: Yes, ly ; it is vere meaty that we 
should hear them. The appellant then resd the 
speeches in extenso. While she was thus engaged the 
learned lords held several consultations on particu- 
—— the argument. The appellant then pro- 
led to comment on the opinions exp’ by 
the Lord President. One of the great mente in 
the court below was, thet Mrs. Forbes had had a 
ieee. But if that were the cage why should not 
he first wife have had the power of tog ' her 
hand in her defence. It had been said that Major 
Yelverton had been married to Mrs. Forbes in facie 
ecelesia. Well, was he not married to Miss Long- 
worth, in facie ecclesia aluo? That Major Yelverton 
was married at two different altars, in two different 
churches, but yet before the same tot two 
women to love and to cherish till death did them 
part, had been proved beyond all possibility of yea 
and nay. But one of these marriages was in 
land and one in Ireland- one in a Catholic church, 
and the other in a Protestant. Catholics, to whom 
she belonged, were not fire-worshippers or followers 
of Viehnu, but they were Christians, and adhered to 
Christ and his teaching—to be the wife of one hus- 
band. Weuld to God that the judges of the land 
were of the same opinion. The court below seemed 
to think that there had been a cage of collusion, but 
there could not be even a microscopical! atem of sus- 
picion or collusion in the case. She contended that 
she was entitled in this matter to as much considera- 
tion as Mrs. Forbes. Was not the trouble to one 
lady as great as to the other? Was not the annoy- 
ance to her (ihe appellant) of being dragged from 
court to court beyond all expression, especially when 
she had to defend her character against the revolt- 
ing insinuations of Major Yelverton while secking to 
prove herself his virtuous and lawful wife? The 
appellant ridiculed the idea of a judgment which 
provided that Major Yelverton should not be exam- 
ined on oath lest he should be obliged to speak the 
truth. He was the only person who knew the facts 
of the case, and he ought to be compelled to divulge 
them, With regard to Mrs. Forbes, she should be 
giad if she might be allowed to state her own case. 
Migbt she be allowed to have an order for Mrs. 
Forbes to appear? The Lord Chancellor : Certainly 
not at present ; go on with your case. The appellant 
went on to comment on the decisions of the Scotch 
judges. In commenting upon that of Lord Curriehill 
she contended that the decicion of the House of 
Lords in the first appeal was not final in favor of Mrs. 
Forbes, as it did not bar the present appellant from 
estabhishing her Irish marrige before an Irish Con- 
sistorial Court, neither did it assoilzie Major Yelver- 
ton from the judgment debt which Mr. Thalwell held 
against him for necessaries furnished Mrs. Theresa 
Yelverton. It did not avail him, exiled from his own 
country, on that account to set at defiance that 
country's laws. A full Court judgment of one coun- 
try could not be set aside or rendered futile by a side 
wind from another country, whose !aws it neither 
knew or recognised, such fudginent having been 
based upon different and more complete evidence. 
By that judgment she had been pronounced by a 
jury and a judge, whose decision was contirmed by 
the full Court, to be the lawful wife of Major Yelver- 
ton. That judgment might be brought before their 
Lordships, and, under the more positive and conclu- 
sive eviderce they might see fit to contirm the unani- 
mous decision of the Irish judges. Where then was 
the force of Mrs. Forbes’ marriage, which Lord Cur- 
riehill was pleased to treat as a solemn marriage in 
Sacie ecclesia, so solemn, imposing, and religious that 
he thought it should not be molested by a prior poor, 
paltry de presenti marriage? She had not expectec 
he ery of “Church, Chureb,” from the Scoteh Law 
Lords, who regarded marriage as a mere contract, 
not a3 a sacrament. She ventured to believe that 
none of those who joined in the cry had been mar- 
ried in a church themselves. But if religious s0- 
lemnities and sacramental observances were to take 
»recedence in Scotch law, why had its interpreters 
ailed to notice that was new on reeord in favor of 
the appellant—an equally solemn marriage in fucie 
ecclesia at Rostrevor? What were the facts of Mrs. 
Forbes’ marriage with Major Yelverton? On the 
25th of June the appellant arrived at Leitn ; she came 
tomect him, her husband, and was met by him. 
She had guitted the affectionate care of her sister, 
Madame Lefevre, though still in a feeble state of 
health, because Major Yelverton had intormed her 
that unless he could have 2,0002. immediately he was 
aruined man. She came with the wifely hope of sa- 
ving him by the sacritice of a portion of her own 
property. She had known of his pecuniary difticul- 
tics, and attributed his present wretchedness to a 
crisis: having arisen, but she had no warning that 
could lead her to a doubt of his faithfulness to her, 
no warning of the nature of the storm-cloud about 
to burst over her deserted head,uo glimmeringof the 
vortex of misery which was to engulph ber in its 
dark folds for many weary years. He left: her alleg- 
ing an appointment that evening, and promising 10 
return and take her to a more suitable home, At 11 
o’lock that same evening Mrs. Forbes went to Dean 
Ramsey to ask him to marry her to Yelverton the 
next morning early. Major Yelverton had informed 
ber of the arrival of bis first wife, and sbe asked 
to be married not in his own church in Prince's 
street, with all publicity and solemmity as supposed 
by Lord Curticehill, but in a small out-of-the-way 
chapel in the fishing hamlet of Newhaven, a couple 
of miles from Edicburgh. Had it been in England, 
that marriage wou'd have been illegal, or, at least, 
voidable, for Mrs. Forbes was not married in her 
own Parish. Upon that very point Sir Mureus Slade 
had seemingly lost lis baronetcy. Both marriages 
were alika private, the dispensing of banns being 
sought for in both instances. Botu were celebrated 
by duly qualified ministers, in see‘uded country 
churches, in order to avoid observation; neither 
were proctaimed by ringing of bells, by breakfasts, 
or bridesmaids, and neither were announced iu the 
public newspapers. She doficd the keenest casuist 
to draw any distinction on this point between them, 
and yet the Scotch Law Lords had assigned the pub- 
licity of the second marriage as a reason for refusing 
to allow the law to take its usual course. Such were 
the solemnities of Mrs. Forbes’ marriage arranged 
over night at 11, and performed next morning at 10 
—hasty, to say the least of them, doubtless owing 
to Major Yelverton’s announcing the arrival of the 
first wife, whom Mrs. Forbes acknowledged he had 
told her prior to the marriage during their short ac- 
quaintance of five weeks. This cireumssance, coup- 
led with the circumstance of the rumors of his first 
marriage, which reached her, left her complete inno- 
cence open to considerable doubt, If a second mar- 
riage were to bo introduced as an estoppel to the 
full aud complite proving of the first 1t would be 
holding out an escape for bigamists in Scotland, by 
making the first wife the helpless victim of the hus- 
band’s crime. Mrs. Forbes enjoyed the undisputed 
possession of the legal status of a wife only 48 hours, 
when she was solemnly.informed by her own clergy- 
man, Dean Ramsey, that Major Yelverton was claim- 
ed as husband by another lady, and the marriage 
certiticate was produced. If his lordship meant that 
for seven years, in spite of the adverse jndgments 
to the effect that sho was not his wife, Mrs. Forbes 
had chosen to live with Major Yelverton and become 
the mother of several children, on such a proceeding 
she had no remark to make ; but she denied that in 
law, in justice, or incommon decency it was a reason 
why her interests should be upheld, and she was 
equally persuaded that Lord Currichill had inadver- 
tently overlooked some of those circumstances when 
he pleaded go feelingly the interests of that lady. 
His Lordship had said that the laws of this country 
which forbade polvgamy did not permit a man to 
have two legal wives simultaneously. That might 
be true, but a man was permitted to have them al-

Lord Curriehill suggested that it 
was barely possible Major Yelverton would adwit an 
oath in the aftiirmative, but, peradventure, he 
might, and this was a contingency the Court were 
bound to prevent. Did his lordship forget that he 
hsd given it as hia deliberate and conscientious opin- 
ion that marriage, according to law and fact, had 
taken pies between Major Yelverton and Miss Long- 
worth? Was he afraid that what he believed to be 
the truth should be confirmed by the defendant, and 
thereby injure the innocent third party? Was he 
afraid that the unfortunate Major Yelverton, with 
bigamy behind bim and perjury before him, placed 
once more on his oath in the presence of his Maker, 
~~ speak the truth, night assert his manhood 
and redeem bis soul by bearing down with one fell 
swoop the gigantic lie which it had cost him his for- 
tune and his fame to build up in seven years? Such 
things had been. Scottish law lords had seen it 
more than once, trials had been won, appeals bad 
been gained, cvidence ané-documonts had heen d 
Weighed and judy ments passed, and wrong had still 
prevailed. The oath had then been tendered to the 
triumphant party, who had sbrunk aghast, and refu- 
sed to blast his soul, and preferred to resign all his 
ubholy gains. Should not, therefore, Major Yelver- 
ton be allowed to be put upon his oath, because that 
“still small voice” might make itself heard amid the 
din of fierce passions which had relentlessly heaped 
misery, poverty, odium, heart-breaking eorrow upon 
the unoffending head of one of the most trutbfal, 
devoted, and loving of helpmates? ‘I am plead- 
ing,” said the appellant, ‘for nothing before this 
Hon, House but my right to the truth—my right to 
challenge the respondent to this ordeal of truth, and 
am I to be refused because, peradventure, he might 
speak it? I am not pleading for something as yet 
unheard of—vague and hepelese. What I am plead- 
ing for ia a law which, as admitted by the judges, is 
one of the oldest and most firmly established in Scot- 
nd. The facts I am seeking to bring to light have 
already been sworn to. Yes, my lords, sworn to by 
the respondent himsclf, and are on record, not in 
these volumes unfortunately, but in the Irish Court, 
and in every joarnal in that country. This ie no 
vague dream of an excited fancy wronght to frenzy 
by its sufferings. I appeal to every honest heart in 
reat Britain, and ask if Major Yelverton did not 
marry Theresa Longworth?” The appellant then 
—— to read at length the jndgment of Lord 
as, who pronounced ,in her favor, and concluded 
as lengthened address at half- 1 o’clock, by pray- 
ing of th«ir lordships to consider her care mercifully 
as far as was consistent with strict justice.
